MEDICAL  OFFICER ’S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 
Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  population  mid-year  1970  was  22,670  as 
compared  with  the  census  population  1969  of  21,690. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.4  and  the  death  rate  14.2. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  23  as  compared  with  13  for  England 
and  Wales.  Of  the  10  registered  cases  all  were  hospital  deliveries 
and  causes  were  as  follows  : —

The  infant  mortality  rates,  with  the  exception  of  the  rate  for 

illegitimate  children,  were  all  high  compared  with  those  for  England 

and  Wales. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  was  40  compared  with  15  in  1969 
and  23  for  England  and  Wales. 

Turning  to  the  death  rate,  of  the  262  deaths  registered,  69  were 
due  to  Ischaemic  Heart  disease,  41  were  due  to  Cerebrovascular 
disease,  and  24  were  due  to  Bronchitis  and  Emphysema.  Ischaemic 
Heart  disease  remains  the  major  cause  of  death. 


Infectious  Disease,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
Infective  Hepatitis 

There  were  30  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  notified  during  the 
year,  the  second  complete  year  of  notification. 
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It  has  been  the  policy  to  exclude  from  work  food  handlers  and 
family  contacts  who  are  food  handlers.  Most  of  the  cases  were  in 
the  5-9  age  group. 

Measles 

100  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  as  compared  with  70  in  1969 
and  59  in  1968. 

Tuberculosis 

No  new  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  remain  absent. 

Here  I would  repeat  that  absence  of  these  diseases  is  a good 
example  of  what  can  be  done  by  vaccination  and  immunisation,  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  certain  infectious  diseases  in  a community. 
I would  therefore  ask  all  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised 
against  measles  and  rubella  in  a similar  way  in  the  hope  that 
we  can  similarly  reduce  the  incidence  of  these  diseases. 

In  the  case  of  German  Measles  one  is  concerned  with  the 
prevention  of  congenital  defects  in  the  babies  born  to  mothers 
contracting  the  disease  during  pregnancy  in  later  life.  So  far 
the  response  amongst  those  offered  the  vaccine  has  been  good  and 
I hope  that  it  will  remain  so.  One  hopes  that  the  parents,  Head 
Teachers  and  Senior  Mistresses  will  encourage  the  girls  to  accept 
the  vaccine. 

Further  I would  plead  with  all  residents  of  this  community  to 
have  themselves  vaccinated  and  immunised  in  accordance  with 
international  requirements  before  travelling  abroad.  One  has  to 
remember  that  there  are  people  in  a community  (namely  babies, 
old  people  and  chronically  ill  people)  who  will  suffer  severely  and 
even  die  if  they  contract  a disease  brought  into  a country  where  it 
does  not  normally  exist,  by  a traveller  who  did  not  bother  to  be 
immunised  or  vaccinated.  It  is  hardly  fair  to  these  poor  people 
who  did  not  ask  to  be  exposed  to  the  disease  — and  who  did  not 
even  have  the  joy  of  the  holiday  abroad  ! 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Whitten,  Mr.  Cook, 
Miss  Smith,  Mrs.  Keeling  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  help  during  the  year. 

I am  also  grateful  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  during  the  year. 
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I remain  indebted  to  Dr.  Lockett,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  his  staff  both  at  County  Hall  and  at  the  County 
Clinic  for  their  help.  Particularly  I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Lockett 
and  Mr.  Gillott  for  their  help  and  co-operation  m making  it  possible 
for  us  to  move  our  offices  into  the  upper  floor  of  the  County  Clinic. 
To  the  General  Practitioners  of  Kirkby  I offer  my  sincere  thanks 

for  their  support  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

I would  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  members  of  both  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year.

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SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  County  Council  let  part  of  the  first  floor  of  the  County 
Health  Clinic  to  Kirkby  Council  for  use  as  offices  for  the  Health 
Department.  This  accommodation  has  proved  ideal  and  it  is  in 
fact  the  first  time  that  this  department  have  had  proper  and 
adequate  office  accommodation.  This,  I feel,  is  of  great  importance 
as  staff  cannot  give  of  their  best  unless  they  are  given  proper 
facilities. 

A Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  during  the 
year.  It  is  seven  years  since  the  department  last  had  a pupil.  I 
hope  that  we  shall  continue  to  employ  one  as  not  only  does  this  post 
afford  a young  man  the  opportunity  of  entering  the  profession  of  a 
Public  Health  Inspector  but  the  contribution  made  by  such  an 
officer  is  of  valuable  assistance  in  trying  to  cope  with  the  ever 
increasing  work  load  placed  on  the  Health  Department. 

Messrs.  Thames  Board  Mills  carried  out  a technical  survey  of  the 
waste  paper  salvage  operation  of  the  Urban  District.  After 
completing  the  survey,  a report  was  made  recommending  method 
and  policy  changes  to  improve  productivity  and  increase  profit- 
ability. As  a result  of  this  report,  steps  were  taken  to  build  a new 
salvage  shed  and  to  install  a new  and  larger  baling  press. 

With  the  clearance  of  New  Street,  the  last  of  the  large  slum 
clearance  areas  has  been  dealt  with.  There  are  still  unfit  houses 
in  the  district  but  these  can  be  dealt  with  in  relatively  small  slum 
clearance  areas  or  as  individually  unfit  houses.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  more  houses  are  being  prevented  from  becomming  unfit  as  the 
owners  are  making  greater  use  of  improvement  grants.  The 
number  of  grants  approved  during  the  year  was  almost  four  times 
the  figure  for  the  previous  year  and  whilst  the  number  of  applica- 
tions in  respect  of  tenanted  properties  was  still  small  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  this  increased  six-fold  over  the  preceding  year. 

Two  Smoke  Control  Areas  were  made  during  the  year  affecting 
some  1086  premises.  These  Orders  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  confirmation  and  inspections  were  started  on  a further  area  of 
728  premises.  In  the  industrial  field,  several  factories  and  one 
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colliery  carried  out  improvements  to  their  steam  raising  plant,  thus 
further  improving  the  situation  as  far  as  industrial  emissions  are 
concerned.  The  National  Coal  Board  continued  to  give  a consider- 
able amount  of  attention  to  the  control  of  colliery  spoil  tips  and 
they  accelerated  the  work  of  landscaping  and  grassing  old  spoil  tips. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  came  into 
operation  during  the  year.  These  give  more  power  to  deal  with 
the  general  problems  of  food  hygiene  although  the  standard  of  food 
premises  in  this  district  is  generally  high. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest  and 
to  Dr.  Haynes  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  and  my  own  staff  for  their  support  at  all  times.
